• THE HATCHET WISHES to clarify the Medical School 
grant story printed last week. 

The article- stated "The money (granted to the University 
School of Medicine) is part of a total of over a million dollars 
that the Fund has granted to the Medical School since 1951.” 
The figure should have read 
5117,149. 

The article also stated “The 
purpose of the Fund is to 
make money available to 
medical schools throughout the 
nation SO they will not have to 
receive aid from the Federal„Gov- 
emment, thereby possibly making 
themselves subject to Federal con- 
trols.” This may be inappropriate 
Since legislation Is now before 
Congress which would grant hub- 
stantial monies to medical schools 
for construction and expansion of 
research activities. This legisla- 
tion has the endorsement of both 
the American Medical Association 
and the Associates of American 
Medical Colleges.

Radio, History, Travel 
Claim Dean Kayser

• MANY STUDENTS HAVE a 
nodding acquaintance with Dean 
Elmer L. Kayser because of his 
European or Current History 
classes. But how many know the 
other side of this professor who 
has been teaching at the Univer- 
sity for nearly 40 years? 

A native of Georgetown, he re- 
ceived his B_A. from the Univer- 
sity in 1917, began as an in- 
structor in Ancient History and 
went on to earn his Master’s de- 
gree here and his PhD at Co- 
lumbia. 

Dean Kayser was secretary of 
the University from 1918 to 1929 
and now is Dean of the Division 
of University Students. In addi- 
tion to his European History 
courses, he also teaches a two- 
year study in Thought and Cul- 
ture in the Western World, one 
that he introduced to the Univer- 
sity curriculum. 

Strangely enough he has never 
taught a course in American His- 
tory.

Active in the Alumni Associa- 
tion and serving as its president, 
Dean Kayser is also a member of 
the Secretary of the Navy’s Ad- 
visory Committee on Naval his- 
tory, an editor of WORLD AF- 
FAIRS and a director of, the 
American Peace Society. He has 
held many offices In the Ameri- 
can Historical Association *nd is 
on the boards of Mount Verrion 
Seminary, National Cathedral 
School for Girls and the nursing 
schools of St Elizabeth's and 
Emergency Hospitals. Dean Kay- 
ser is also lay chairman of the 
Committee for the Improvement 
of Justice in the District of Co- 
lumbia, sponsored by the Ameri- 
can Bar Association, chairman of 
the Division of College Work for 
the Episcopal Diocese of Washing- 
ton and a vestryman at St 
Alban’s. 

Radio Commentator 

In 1942 and during the early 
days of the second World War 
Dean Kayser was a radio com- 
mentator for several radio net- 
works. He did a special series Ah 
Munich for WRC and the Wash- 
ington STAR, a foreign affairs 
dally on WOL and a weekly for 
WTOP. 

When asked for his views on 
Journalism’s value in historical 
studies he answered that the his- 
torian is the screening machinery 
for gathering the testimony of the 
Journalist and making compari- 
sons and critical observations If 
he had time for restudy of a cer- 
tain period of history he said he 
would like to devote it to the be- 
ginnings of the Industrial Revo- 
lution. 

Younger Students 

About the changes in college 
students over the past 40 years, 
Dean Kayser has this to say, “Stu- 
dents haven’t changed much, ex- 
cept that they’re coming to college 
much younger now.” And he 
thinks that historians need'not be 
concerned with the growing pop- 
ularity of scientific studies in 
preference to the classics. He sees 
a parallel to similar changes of 
interests in the study of Human- 
ism in the 14th and 15th centuries. 

What does Dean Kayser do with 
hia spare time? When lie does 
have some, it’s most likely spent 
In reading— historical studies, nat- 
urally. But playing with his grand- 
son is also one of his favorite 
pastimes. ’Wonder what kind 'of 
stories his grandfather tells? Bet 
they’re not from storybooks. 


Barbara has worked oh a Stu- 
dent Handbooks Committee, been 
in Alpha Theta Nu. scholarship 
holders' honorary, Hillel and the 
Dance Production Groups. "I’ve 
always held myself to about two 
or three activities a semester," 
she says, "and tried to do a real- 
ly good Job in them.”

Remembers Psych Class 
One of her fondest memories of 
her freshman year is her psychol- 
ogy class. That’s the one in which 
she took her first exam (at least 
part of it), and that’s also the 
one in which she met Dick Sin- 
coff. Their wedding date is set 
for June 10, soon after she and 
Dick graduate.

• "THE PROBLEMS OF integra- 
tion are just beginning," said Dr. 
John G. Bowen, editor of Catho- 
lic Men, at the Newman Club 
meeting last Tuesday. 

Dr. Bowen said it will a long 
time before the many complica- 
tions arising from the long tradi- 
tion of segregation in the South 
are solved. Continuing the 2-part 
lecture he began the week before, 
Dr. Bowen said that the major 
area of conflict lies in the deep 
seated fear that the Negro will 
rise to control the South. 

Stating that it is a problem of 
numbers, i.e„ the percentage of 
colored people over the white in 
the South, Dr. Bowen went on to 
say that if integration is effected, 
the South believes that day-to- 
day contact in the schools will 
bring about social equality and 
mixed marriages. 

"What we must realize Is that 
segregation is as old as the 
South," he emphasized. 

Dr. Bowen clarified the Catho- 
lic position that mixed marriage, 
per se is not against any teach- 
ings of the Church.
